Ing his money on loud clothes aofi 
other luxuries to such nu extent that 
he sfldom h«d a cout tw apply to any 
worthy cause, such as the care of hla 
family or the upkeep of the church. 

As a result of lleber's regularity In 
blscksllillng, therefore, for a d*«en 
years or more the church folks nerer 
baptlsevl him. Thvy Just sort of le< 
him slide along, and, when Imutersloo 
day finally arrived he usually ««• 
out behind tils trotting horse, at a 
cock fight, or at soiue other place 
scarcely tilted for converts, 

finally, though, the church authorl 
ties got tired of lleber's professions 
of faith and their subsequent flatten- 
tng out. and when the next revival 
started, along In the spring, and he 
begun to show signs of Interest, they 
advised hlni that his confession would 
be received only with the uuderstai 
lug that Immersion should follow I 
mediately. He thought th* matter 
over for three days and then agreed 
to Join that night and be baptised 
without delay. And, aur* enough, he 
arrived bright and early, and. wf 
the going got good he joined up for 
the thirteenth time. 

Baptised Him In a Flood. 

Unfortunately, Just as the meeting 
started, a terrific storm arose and the 
subsequent cloudburst flooded the 
country, Coal Creek, where the baptla* 
lag was to take place, being particu- 
larly swollen. This situation made 
the baptising somewhat dangerous, 
but the authorities agreed that It was 
their only chance to get Heber, eo, 
after church, with the repentant sin- 
ner In tow, and armed with lanterns, 
they filed down to the creek for the 
baptising. 

Stories differ as to how Heber. Just 
aa he was being Immersed, escaped 
the officiating pastor's hands, some 
saying he wriggled out and others 
maintaining that he slipped, but, any- 
how, he disappeared la the darkness. 
Daylight found him perched In a 
sycamore tree, a mile down the creek. 
In the center of a whirlpool thnt was 
worth a man's life to attempt to In- 
vade. Hence, we had to leave him up 
the tree for three days until the water 
receded. 

Why H* Vowed Sacrifices, 

When the rescuing party finally ar- 
rived at the base of the tree, it was 
surprised to And Heber raining down 
ping tobacco, drinking liquor, dice, 
stickpins, fancy rings and other trink- 
ets on which he had squandered hla 
money, and declaring loudly that there 
was no sacrifice he would not make In 
the future for the good of the church 
and the protection of his soul. Nor 
did he descend until he had stripped 
himself of everything that he could 
reasonably spare and a little bit more. 

"Well. Heber." BUI Boggs, the post- 
master said, after shaking hands with 
htm. "I cortatoljr was impr y ea with 
your spirit of sacrifice. Why was It 
thst you never did that before?" 

"Why. thunderatlon. manl" Heber 
exploded, "I never was up a tree like 
that before.'* 

And there you ar*. When before 
were we. as patriotic citizens, up a 
tree a* w* are this year?

Conservation and Reclamation Divi- 
sion Obtains Maximum Utilisation 
ef All Matsrisls. 

One of the most Insidious pieces of 
German propaganda which the govern- 
ment has to combat appears In the 
form of rumors concerning excessive 
wastes of all foodstuffs sod supplies 
tn our array camp« and cantonment*.

est profit possible. 

No restrictions sr» pls<*ed upon oor 
soldiers' spsoilteft. but the hlgiie«t car* 
Is ftiertrd to prevent the soliller from 
tftklng more on hla plate than he w«nf« 
—In other words, much of the food 
thst formerly wss lost Ihrough cftre- 
le*sn*«ft Is now ftaved. Tha reclame- 
ttoa officer and his neftlsiania In every 
c«mp and every cantonment «re r«- 
•ponftihl* for th* e*p« r *t|ng and Ihe 
classifying of kitchen wast*, produced 
In the preparation «nd *erv|ng of every 
m-al st th* me**: the object of this 
rsreful ft.p»rstlen and cUftftlrtcatlon 
of kitchen wast* u to prswat wsst- 
see.

WHO MUST REGISTER 

All male persons must register who 
shall have attained their eighteenth 
birthday and shnll not have attained 
their forty-sixth birthday on or before 
the day set by the president for regis- 
tration. The only exceptions are: 

(A) Tersons who. prior to the day 
set for the registration by the presi- 
dent, have registered ellher under the 
terms of the act approved May 18, 101" 
or under the terms of the puhllc reso- 
lution of congress approved May 20, 
1918, whether called for service 
not; 

(B) Officers and enlisted men of the 
regular army, officers appointed, and 
men of the forces drafted, under the 
provisions of the act approved Moy IS, 
1017; officers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard while In the service of 
the United States; and the officers of 
the officers' reserve corps and enlisted 
reserve corps while In the service of 
the United States; nnH 

(C) Officers nnd enlisted men of the 
navy and marine corps, and officers 
and enlisted and enrolled men of the 
naval reserve force and marine corps 
reserve while In the service of the 
United States.
